To the inhabitants of the Town of Randolph in the County 
[L. S.] of Coos in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town on Tuesday, the 9th day of March, next at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing, including one selectman for three years, two auditors, one 
road agent, one library trustee for three years, one trust fund 
trustee by ballot for three years. 


2. To raise $1,000.00 to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation for the same. 


_-8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
répair town highways and bridges, that is $200.00 for highways, 
$1,000.00 for snow removal, and make appropriation for the same. 


‘4, To see if the town will vote to raise such sums of money 
as the State suggests to build Class V Roads, State to pay $43.42 
and the town $10.86, and make appropriation for the same. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise $1,200.00 Oe street 
lights, and make appropriation for the same. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for the care 
of the cemetery and resetting memorial tablets, and make aE Dr 
priation for the same. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for the sup- 
port of town library and make appropriation for the same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise $250.00 for police 
patrol and to protect our property against theft, for the ensuing 
year, and make appropriation for the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise $3,500.00 to assist- 
town poor, and make appropriation for the same. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for repairs 
and expenses of the Town Hall and make appropriation for the 
same. | 


11. To raise $2,720.64 to pay county tax and make appro- 
priation for the same. 
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12. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $100.00 to advertise the scenic beauty and accessi- 
bility of the Presidential Highway, which includes $56.55 for the 
White Mountains Region Association. 


13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate $50.00 to 
repair and maintain the camp on Mt. Adams known as Gray 
Knob Cabin, under supervision of the U. S. Forest Service. 


14. To see if the town will vote to share the expense of a 
caretaker for Gray Knob, with the R.M.C. at Crag Camp, and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $100.00 for the purpose. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $50.00 for a suitable place for dumping garbage. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not 
to exceed $700.00 for removing garbage twice a month during the 
winter, and three times a week during the summer. 


19. To elect by ballot one person to go to Constitutional 
Convention at Concord, N. H., May 12, 1948. 


20. To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount on all 
taxes paid before August 1, and 1% on all taxes paid before 
October 1. 


21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to offer a reward not to exceed $500.00 to be paid to any person 
or persons who may give evidence leading to the arrest and con- 
viction of any person or persons breaking and entering into un- 
occupied buildings in Randolph. 

22. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to issue necessary temporary notes in anticipation of 1948 taxes. 


23. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
- to use unexpended appropriations at their discretion. 

24. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore this meeting.

Report of Selectmen 


To the citizens of Randolph: 


It has been our aim this year to improve our Annual Reports 
to make it more interesting and readable. We hope that we have 
succeeded in some measure to come near this goal. 


First, we have endeavored to make the cover of our report 
more attractive by using a photograph of our Town Sign. We 
feel justly proud of these signs designed several years ago by 
Leroy Woodward, at that time a resident of Randolph. This cut 
was made from Winston Pote’s photograph with Mts. Adams, 
Jefferson and Washington in the background. These signs are 
located at the four highway entrances to Randolph. 


‘The town owns and maintains, under the supervision of the 
National Forest Service, Gray Knob Cabin. This cabin is located 
on the north slope of Mt. Adams at an elevation of approximately 
4,400 fit., which places it only slightly below timberline. Because 
of its scenic location and proximity to tree line it is very popular 
with trampers of the Northern Peaks. 


Years ago the cabin was built by C. C. Stearns and the 
Hincks family, summer residents of Randolph, on land leased 
from the Government. When their lease expired the Forest 
Service had a new ruling, “no camp or shelter could be main- 
tained by a private individual on Government land.” There were 
only two alternatives, the building would be destroyed or some 
public organization could take over. Since the cabin was quite 
popular with many of our summer residents and visitors it was 
voted at the 1939 Town Meeting that Randolph should assume 
the responsibility of this camp. 


To date the cost of maintenance has been very little. Each 
year $50.00 has been appropriated and seldom has this amount 
been used. This past year a total of $27.60 was spent on the 
cabin. A new stove and the transportation of the same accounted 
for the greatest part of this amount. 


It is hoped that this spring competent labor will be available 


to effect needed repairs which have been neglected during the 
war years. 
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While we are still on the mountain it would seem a good time 
to discuss last year’s affiliation with the Randolph Mountain Club. 
The R.M.C. is to Crag Camp as the Town of Randolph is to 
Gray Knob. Crag Camp is located one-half mile east of Gray 
Knob and at about the same elevation. 


Because of the ever increasing number of mountain climbers 
making use of these two camps it became necessary to employ a 
caretaker during the rush months of the summer. Since these 
camps are comparatively small it did not seem good business for 
both the R.M.C. and Randolph to hire separate caretakers when 
one man could easily handle the two. Consequently it was voted 
at the 1947 Town Meeting for the town to pay half the expenses 
of a caretaker for both camps and $200.00 was appropriated for 
the purpose. 


Due to the fine management and selection of personnel by 
Mrs. Hilles, who heads the Crag Camp committee of the R.M.C.,, 
the town’s share of this experise was less than half of what was 
expected. Cost to the town on this venture was $71.88. Since 
this arrangement seems to have proven satisfactory to all parties 
concerned it is hoped it may be carried on in the future. 


The question might well be asked, “Why should the town of 
Randolph be so interested in these two camps when at first glance 
they seem far removed from town activities.” To this there is 
a good answer. Randolph has developed into a Resort Town. 
There are well over 100 summer homes of people who have lo- 
cated here because of our favorable summer climate, natural 
scenic beauty, our mountains and their well kept trails and last 
but not least a low tax rate. Keeping our summer residents and 
visitors happy is, we believe, good business for the town. 


You will note in the expenditures for 1947, $700.00 for the 
Town Map. We feel that this item warrants some explanation. 
This is a large scale map of our town made up in several sections. 
It has been compiled from previous maps and surveys including 
Brown Company maps and surveys by H. T. Woodward. 


It should be brought to mind that up to this date the town 
has never owned a map of its own. Maps have been borrowed 
from the Brown Company and others to be used in determining 
town valuations, but no complete map of the town has been avail- 
able.. This map is complete with contour lines which will be of 
great assistance in determining accessibility to timberlands and lots. 
It is the endeavor of the Selectmen to keep this map up to date 
from year to year. . 
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Our town contains some 36 square miles. If it had been 
necessary to start from scratch and make a complete survey, the 
cost of such a map would have run into thousands of dollars. 
We feel that we are now in possession of a fine map and at 
bargain prices. 

It was voted last year to have garbage collection twice 
monthly during the winter as well as the usual three times weekly 
during the summer. This schedule has been carried out during 
the year and to our knowledge has been satisfactory to all. 

A committee was appointed at the last Town Meeting to 
take charge of mounting the Honor Roll. A fine job was done 
and the Honor Roll is now mounted and lighted in front of the 
library. The committee is to be congratulated. 

There was an article in our Town Warrant last year to sell 
the school house. This was voted down and instead it was voted 
to turn the building over for the use of the Veterans. The 
Veterans formed a club and except during the summer months 
they have met twice monthly. . 
~ Also the women have been holding all day meetings twice 
monthly this winter, with the County Agent coming from Lan- 
caster once a month to give instructions on many useful home 
problems. These meetings have been well attended and greatly 
enjoyed as well as instructive. 

Many social gatherings have been held with great success 
and money raised has been used for charitable purposes. In 
short, the Veterans’ Club has become the center of social activities 
in the town during the winter months. 

For many years our Town Reports have been published with 
little variation, a booklet consisting of facts and figures with little 
explanation. This is the first attempt to depart from the old 
form. We fully realize that there are many more possibilities of 
improving. It should be the duty of the Selectmen each succeed- 
ing year to exploit these possibilities to their fullest extent. We 
will appreciate all sincere suggestions for a better, more attractive, 
more comprehensive, more readable Town Report:

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FOREST FIRE PROBLEM SERIOUS 


The year 1947 was one of the worst periods of.drouth and 
forest fire occurrence in eastern United States history. Lack of 
water ruined crops, lowered water levels and dried up brooks 
everywhere. Three months of deficient rainfall and abnormally 
high temperatures resulted in many fires which were mostly well 
controlled and kept within bounds. Only the high winds beginning 
on October 23rd caused a few fires to escape beyond immediate 
control. These few fires resulted in burning some 15,000 acres 
and the loss of 63 or more buildings in four New Hampshire 
towns. 


All October fires were costly. They burned deeply in the 
ground and required day and night patrol of large crews of men 
until the rains came late in October. Towns which escaped from 
serious fires might easily have been in the midst of the most 
serious conflagrations we had. 


Governor Dale closed the woods effective at midnight of 
October 15th. With the blow-up of October 23rd, a second procla- 
mation closed all back roads and authorized towns to inaugurate 
patrol. The effect of this was to cut down subsequent fires for 
the rest of the dry period. 


Local fire warden forces performed an admirable job to hold 
the more than 200 fires that occurred during this October period. 
Many men were taxed to the utmost as the emergency continued. 
To them and to all those who did their work, the people of New 
Hampshire owe a debt of gratitude. The state forest fire control 
agency based on local town wardens and town crews wherever 
adequately equipped rose to the occasion and met the test in 
whatever town their services were needed. 


It is now time to take stock everywhere of our fire fighting 
facilities for the season ahead and to make them adequate where . 
necessary. To this end town fire plans and training programs 
for wardens, deputies and other key men in each district are 
being arranged or in progress. If equipment and tools are in- 
sufficient properly to equip available man power in each com- 
munity with the right tools for the job, they should be provided 
for at once. The yearly addition of fire tools to the town supply 
will generally need to be built up. The state sells tools to the 
towns and shares one-half their cost. Good equipment is im- 
portant and can help greatly to keep both damage and fire costs 
at a minimum.

For many years we have requested our wardens not to issue 
burning permits except on rainy days. This regulation will be 
in effect again this year as it is one of the best means of assuring 
such fires from getting out of control. Nine out of every ten 
fires can be prevented, 98 percent of all fires being due to human 
carelessness. Be sure to get a permit for any fire in or near 
woodland when the ground is free from snow. Be sure your 
fires are always out before you leave them. Help us in getting 
the travelling public to keep from throwing out lighted matches 
or cigarettes. Be careful of all fires in or near woodland.
